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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

CLAIMS 

Claims 10-16 were canceled. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: one of the 
reasons for allowance is that the prior art fails to disclose the recited means for 
coordinating real-time communication between the telemetry circuit and the clinical 
instrument user interface for data uplink from the implantable medical device upon 
receipt of an interrogation command entered on the clinical instrument. While the tablet 
computer of Snell et al. '985 receives data from the implant in real-time, there is no 
suggestion to then send this data in real-time to the base station. The base station may 
be used to enter patient data into the tablet computer when the tablet computer is 
inserted into the base station, but there is no suggestion to uplink data from the implant 
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device in real-time while the tablet is plugged into the base station. Also while two 
tablet computers may be employed (in this scenario, one would act as the module while 
the other remote computer would represent the clinical instrument), there is no 
suggestion to enter an interrogation command on the remote tablet resulting in an uplink 
of implantable medical device data between the telemetry circuit of the first tablet 
computer having access to the implant and the remote tablet computer. Such a feature 
would not appear to be obvious since one may not be able to readily ascertain the 
availability of the module and its operating state or location such that one can command 
a real-time implant medical data uplink through it. These distinctions appear to be as a 
result of the basic design functioning differences between the current invention and the 
'985 invention in that the applicants' module is intended to be merged with existing 
bedside medical instrumentation without requiring a stand-alone external programmer 
(see pars. 009 and 001 1 ).
